U.S.C. 1 03(a) for independent Claims 1 , 21 , 48, Applicant argues that the primary reference Diaz'674 does not disclose a cutting 
mechanism. This argument is not persuasive because Diaz discloses a tapered tip (region of 302) that is capable of being used for cutting. 
Further, it is obvious that the tip of Diaz would be sharp because it is tapered and being sharp would aid in inserting device 300 into the 
body. Applicant has not claimed any specific structure on the cutting mechanism that would preclude the Diaz'674 reference from reading 
on this limitation. 
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
